SUMMARY: SPC ON NUNE 26 AGREED AD REFERENDUM TO DRAFT GUIDANCE TO AHG 
ON FLANK SECURITY, WHICH N CORPORATES CERTAIN MINOR CHANGES, INRESPONS 
E 

TO PROPOSALS TO TURKISH REP. NAC APPROVED ON JUNE 26 
SILENCE PROCEDURE FOR FINAL NAC APPROVAL, WITH JULY 3 
DEADLINE FOR OBJECTIONS. MISSION RECOMMENDS U.S. AGREEMENT 
SECRET 
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TO THESE CHANGES AND AUTHORITZATION BY JULY 2 TO APPROVE 
THE DRAFT GUIDANCE IN THE NAC. END SUMMARY. 

1. SPC ON JUNE 26 AGRED AD REFERENDUM TO DRAFT GUIDANCE 
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TO THE AHG ON FLANK SECURITY. NAC ON JUNE 27 DECIDED 

TO INVOKE THE SILENCE PROCEDURE FOR FINAL NAC 

APPROVAL, WITH DEALINE FOR OBJECTIOS AS CLOSE OF BUSINESS 

JULY 3. UK REP (BAILES)NUGGESTED LATTER PROCEUDRE AT JUNE 26 

SPC SINCE JUNE 27 NAC WAS TO SSOON FOR FINAL NAC CONSIDERATION, AND 

THE NEXT NAC MEETING IS JULY 9, WHICH MIGHT BE TOO LATE FOR 

AHG TO USE THE GUIDANCE DURING THE CURRENT NEGOTIATING ROUND 

IN VIENNA. 

2. THE DRAFT GUIDANCE AS IT EMERGED 

FROM JUNE 26 SPC IS IDENTICAL TO THE TEXT N REF A, WITH THE 
FOLLOWING EXCEPTIONS. IN THE FORMULATION PART OF THE DRAFT 
GUIDANCE, THE SPC AGREED TO THE WORD "GFRUSTRATE" INSTEAD O 
"CIRCUMVENT". HOWEVER, THE WORD "FRUSTRATE" HAS A FOOTNOTE AS 
FOLLOWS: "ALLIED NEGOTIATORS MAY DRAW, TO CLARIFY THIS EXPRESSION, 

ON PARA 3 A BELOW" SP APPROVED FIRST BRACKETED PHRASE IN PARA D. 

THE OLD PARA 3 E IS MOVED UP AHEAD OF THE 

OTHER SUB-PARAGRAPHS IN SECTION III OF THE GIDANCE, BECOMING 
PARA 3A, AND CHANGING THE PARAGRAPH NUMBERS CORRESPONDINGLY. 

THE RESVISED VERSION OF THAT PARA (AS CONTAINED IN 
PARA 2, REF B) IS FURTHER AMENDED, BY REPLACING THE SECOND PHRASE 
BY THE FOLLOWING: " INADDITION TO THESE PARTICULAR NON-CIR- 
CUMVENTION ASPECTS RELATED TO FLANK SECURITY". THIS PARA HAS 
THE FOOTNOTE REQUESTED BY THE U.S. WHICH STATES: "FOR INTERNAL 
INFORMATION OF THEAHG: WHETHER A GENERAL NON-CIRCUNVEMTION 
PROVISION, AS OPPOSED TO ONE OR MORE SPECIFIC NON-CIRCUMVENTION 
CLAUSES, IS IN THE INTEREST OF THE ALLIANCE REMAINS TO BE 
DETERMINED." THE ENTIRE TEXT IS REPRODUCED AT THE END OF 
THIS MESSAGE. 

3. SPC AGREEMENT ON FLANK SECURITY HAD BEEN HELD UP FOR OVER 
A MONTH BY TURKISH INABILITY TO ACCEPT THE WORK "FRUSTRATE" 

INSTEAD OF "CIRCUMVENT". AT JUNE 26 SPC MEETING, TURKISH REP 
(GUR) SAID HE COULD NOT ACCEPT THE WORD "FRUSTRATE" IF CERTAIN 
OTHER CHANGES WERE MADE IN THE DRAFT GUIDANCE. HE 

WANTED TO MOVE THE OLD PARA 3 E AHEAD OF THE OTHER PARAGRAPHS 
IN SECTION III, AND TO REVISE THAT PARA AS DESCRIBED ABOVE.

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HOWEVER, ANKARA ALSO WANTED A FOOTNOTE TO THE WORD "FRUSTRATE" 
AUTHORIZING THE AHG TO EXPLAIN TO THE EAST, IF ASKED, THAT 
"FRUSTRATE" MEANT "CIRCUMVENT". 

4. DANISH REP (VILLADSEN) SAID THAT PART OF THE GUIDANCE HAD 

BEEN VERY CAREFULLY NEGOTIATED, AND THAT "THE REACTION OF THE TURKISH 
AUTHORITIES WAS CLOSE TO OBSTRUCTION." TURKISH REP WELCOMED 
DANISH REMARKS, AND THOUGHT HIS AUTHORITIES WOULD CONSIDER THESE 
REMARKS CAREFULLY, COMING AS THEY DID FROM ANOTHER FLANK COUNTRY. 
FRG REP (HOYNCK) SAID THAT CURRENT SPC WORK ON FLANK SECURITY HAD 
BEGUN BECAUSE TURKEY WANTED EARLY GUIDANCE ON FLANK SECURITY. HE 
COULD NOT UNDERSTAND, AFTER ALL THE DISCUSSION ON "FRUSTRATE", 

WHY TURKEY HAD PROPOSED THIS FOOTNOTE. HE SAID HE THOUGHT THE SPC 
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WAS NEARING THE LIMIT OF ITS WILLINGNESS TO DISCUSS THIS 
MATTER. 

5. UK REP PROPOSED, INSTEAD OF THIS TURKISH FOOTNOTE, THE 
FOOTNOTE TO "FRUSTRATE" DESCRIBED IN PARA 2 ABOVE. 

SPC, INCLUDING THE TURKISHREP, APPROVED AD REFERENDUM THE 
DRAFT GUIDANCE WITH THE AMENDMENTS AND FOOTNOTES DESCRIBED 
IN PARA 2 ABOVE. ACTING CHAIRMAN (KILLHAM) POINTED OUT THAT 
THERE WAS NO NAC MEETING BETWEEN THE JUNE 27 AND ULY 9 MEETINGS 
TO GIVE FINAL CONSIDERATION TO THIS DRAFT GUIDANCE. BELGIAN 
REP (WILLOT) SAID THAT JULY 9 MIGHT BE TOO LATE FOR AHG TO 
PREPARE SOMETHING FOR USE WITH THE EAST DURING THE PRESENT 
NEGOTIATING ROUND. TURKISH REP SAID HE WOULD BE WILLING TO 
SEEK APPROVAL BY HIS AUTHORITIES AT JUNE 27 NAC MEETING. 

US REP (MOORE) THOUGHT THAT WOULD BE TOO SOON. UK REP 
SUGGESTED THAT NAC INVOKE SILENCE PROCEDURE FOR ITS FINAL 
APPROVAL OF THIS DRAFT GUIDANCE. SPC CONSIDERED CLOSE OF 
BUSINESS JULY 3 A REASONABLE DEADLINE FOR OBJECTIONS. SYG 
AT JUNE 27 NAC PROPOSED INVOKING SILENCE PROCEDURE FOR 
APPROVAL OF THIS GUIDANCE, WITH A JULY 3 DEADLINE AND THERE WERE 
NO OBJECTIONS. 

6. COMMENT. NAC APPROVAL OF GUIDANCE ON 

FLANK SECURITY WIL COMPLETE ONE OF THE LONGEST AND MOST 
DIFFICULT SPC EXERCISES IN DRAFTING GUIDANCE TO THE AHG. THIS 
GUIDANCE ACHIEVES THE U.S. OBJECTIVE OF NOT DEFINING THE DEO- 
SECRET 
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GRAPHIC REGIONS WHERE DEPLOYMENT OF WITHDRAWN FORCES WOULD 
DIMINISH DECURITY. THE SPC WILL EVENTUALLY HAVE TO RETURN 
TO THIS QUESTION. HOWEVER, THE FACT THAT THE GUIDANCE 
REQUESTS THE AHG TO IDENTIFY THE FORMULATION AS "THE ALLIED 
POSITION" ON FLANK SECURITY PREJUDICES THE FINAL ALLIED 
DECISION AGAINST DEFINING THESE REGIONS (IN THECASE OF THE 
FLANKS), AND AVOIDS ANY IMPLICATION TO THE EAST THAT 
SOMETHING MORE SPECIFIC ON GEOGRAPHIC AREAS IS IN THE OFFING. 

THIS GUIDANCE ALSLO PUTS BEHIND US AN ISSUE TWHICH AT 

VARIOUS TIMES THREATENEED TO BECOME AN IRRITANT IN U.S.ATURKISH 

BILATERAL RELATIONS. IT ALSO PRECLUDES THE POSSIBILITY THAT 

TURKEY WOULD ATTEMPT TO BLOCK AGREEMENT ON ISSUES OF IMPORTANCE 

O THE U.S., SUCH AS OPTION III, IN ORDER TO GET NAC 

GUIDANCE TO AHG ON FLANK SECURITY. 

7. ACTION REQUESTED: AUTHORIZATION BY JULY 2 TO ACCEPT THE CHANGES 
IN PARA 2 ABOVE, WHICH DO NOT SUBSTANTIVELY MODIFY PREVIOUS VERSIONS 
OF SPC DRAFT GUIDANCE WHICH U.S. FOUND ACCEPTABLE, AND TO APPROVE 
THE DRAFT GUIDANCE IN THE NAC.

MBFR: FLANK SECURITY 

I. INTRODUCTION 

PARAGRAPH 30 OF C-M(73)83(FINAL) REFLECTS THE 
PREOCCUPATION OF THE ALLIANCE THAT THE SOVIET UNIION COULD 
USE THE TERRITORIES ADJACENT TO THE AREA OF REDUCTIONS OR 
THOSE ADJACENT TO NATO'S FLANK COUNTRIES FOR A BUILD-UP OF 
ITS FORCES IN THE POST MBFR PERIOD. ALTHOUGH THE MBFR WORKING 
GROUP HAS CONCLUDED THAT RECIPROCAL APPLICATION OF THE CON- 
STRAINTS ENVISAGED IN PARAGRAPH 30, WITH ONE POSSIBLE EXCEPTION, 
SECRET 
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WOULD BE INTOLERABLE FOR NATO'S DEFENCE POSTURE AND FLEXI- 
BILITY (1), THE ALLIANCE CONTINUES TO BELIEVE THAT THE BASIC 
CONCERNS REFLECTED IN PARAGRAPH 30 ARE LEGITIMATE AND MUST BE 
ADEQUATELY MET. 

H. AGREEMENT PROVISION 
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2. THE ALLIANCE FAVOURS THE INCLUSION IN THE FIRST 
PHASE MBFR AGREEMENT OF A PROVISION ON FLANK SECURITY. THE 
COUNCIL INTENDS, AT AN APPROPRIATE TIME, TO APPROVE THE TREATY- 
LANGUAGE TEXT OF SUCH A PROVISION FOR PRESENTATION TO THE 
WARSAW PACT. IT IS ENVISAGED THAT THE TEXT WOULD BE BASED ON 
THE FOLLOWING FORMULATION WHICH IS PROVIDED FOR THE AD HOC 
GROUP'S INTERIM USE AS SET OUT IN SECTION III, BELOW: 

THE US AND USSR UNDERTAKE TO REFRAIN FROM ANY ACTION 
(E.G. REDEPLOYMENT OF FORCES) INFRINGING UPON EITHER THE 
SPIRIT OR THE LETTER OF THIS AGREEMENT. FORCES WITHDRAWN 
ACCORDING TO THE PRESENT AGREEMENT WILL NOT BE REDEPLOYED IN 
GEOPRAPHICAL REGIONS (2) WHERE THIER ADDED PRESENCE WOULD

in. ACTION REQUESTED OF ALLIED NEGOTIATORS 
3. THE ALLIED NEGOTIATORS SHOULD: 

(A) MAKE IT CLEAR TO THE WARSAW PACT THAT, IN ADDITION TO 

THESE PARTICULAR NON-CIRCUMVENTION ASPECTS RELATED TO FLANK SECURIY, 
THE ALLIES WILL MAKE SPECIFIC AND COMPREHENSIVE 
PROPOSALSIN DUE COURSE TO MEET THE OTHER MORE 
GENERAL NON-CIRCUMVENTION CONCERNS OF ALL WESTERN 
PARTICIPANTS IN THE NEGOTIATIONS(l). 

(B) CONTINUE VIGOROUSLY TO SET OUT ALLIED CONCERNS ON 
FLANK SECURITY. THIS COULD HAVE THE ADVANTAGE OF
